ther Grace he wants, has an abundant meaſure 


of Aſſurance : One that with a fluent Tongue, 8 
a fiery Zeal, and a Forehead harder than his 


very Name, has occaſion'd greater Heats, Con- 
fuſions and Animoſities, than any one Man 
befides, for many Years paſt. He has taken 
frequent occaſion of late, when none was gi- 


ven him, to exclaim againſt the Diſſenting Ai 


niſters, as a pack of Hypocrites and Villains; aſ- 


ſerting, That they had nothing to ſay for 


themſelves; that he would Diſpute with one, 


or any, or all of them. He went up and down 


thus Bouncing and Vaunting ; and, like ano- 


ther Goliah, defy ing all the Hoſt of the Diſſen- 
ters. About five or fix Weeks fince, he wait- 


ed on a Gertlewoman that uſually attends on a 
Diſſenting Congregation, When Mr. Hallett 
dining near by, was deſired to walk over 


to the Houſe where this Gentleman was: But 
being to Preach a Lecture early next Morning, 


for which he was not fully provided then, he 
was unwilling ta engage in a preſent Confe- 
rence; but conſented to meet Mr. Aale ano- 
ther time, and debate the matter with him. 
And 'twas then agreed between them, that 
they ſnould meet in the ſame place, on that 
Day Fortaight ; that Mr. Aate ſhould bring 
another Clergy-mar along with him; that Mr. 
Hallett ſhould deſire the Author to accompany 
him; that the Relations of the Family ſhould 


be pr reſent, with a. Neighbour or two; that 
each of the Diſputants ſhould bring a Scribe 


with him, who was to write down what was 


offered, and when the Buſineſs was over, to

the Papers into the Fire; and that no other 
Company was to be admitted. 


IN purſuance to this Agreement, on Dec. 
11th Mr. Agate came to the Place appointed, 
in Company with Mr. John Walker : (who ha- 


. ving Behav'd himſelf with C:wility and Candour 


to his Antagoniſts, nothing in this Paper is 
intended as a Reflection on him.) A little after 
came Mr. Halett, and the Author; and the 


Company, who according to Agreement were 


to be preſent, having taken their Seats, the 
latter addreſs'd himſelf to the People pre-

© WE deſire the good People here preſent, 
to take Notice, that in the preſent Contro- 
verſy we are not the Aggreſſors, but are here 
to act on the Defenſive Part. Our Buſineſs is 
not to bring an Accuſation, much leſs a 
railing Accuſation, either againſt the Church 
of England in general, or any particular 
Member of it. We look upon the Effabliſn d 
Church as a Noble Part of the Reformation; 
and make no Queſtion, but thas there are a 
great many Pious and Religious Perſons, 
both of the Clergy and the Laity, belonging 
to its Communion, However, ſince * 
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her 21ſt Article renounces all Pretences to 
Infallibilitiy, and confeſſes ſhe may Miſtake 
and Err, we humbly conceive, that in ſome 


Things which are Extra-effential to our Com- 


mon Chriſtianity, we may very Innocently 
Difent, and Differ from Her : Tho? in theſe 
very Inſtances, we are not ſo vain as to ſet 
up our own Judgments for the only Standard 
of Truth aud Orthodoxy ; nor ſo Cenforious, 
as to Condemn and Judge all thale who do 
not See with our Eyes, nor Subſcribe to our 


Opinions. However we may have been miſ- 
repreſented, or miſunderſtood, tis not the 


Extirpation either of Epiſcopacy, or Liturgy, 
that we contend for. And as theſe are our 
Principles, ſo our Praftices have been agree- 
able hereunto. We have not endeavour d, 
either in our Pablic Sermons, or our Private 
Diſcourſes, to heighten Mens Prejudices, to 
inflame their Animoſities, or inſpire them 
with a bitter Zeal againſt their Brethren. 
On the contrary, we have often took occa- 
ſion to Inform them, That true Chriſtian Cha- 
rity is of a generous, large, extenſive Na- 
ture, and ought not to be confin'd to a par- 
ticular Party, or Faction; and that Diverſity 
of Opinion ſhould cauſe no Alienation in 
Mens Affections. We hope, we can truly 
ſay, that what we endeavour, and defire, Is 
this, That Glory may be given to GOD on 
high ; that there may be Peace on Earth; 


and Good-will towards all ſorts of Men. And 
if there be any call'd Diſſenters, that are of a 
froward, peeviſh, and cenſorious Temper, 


they are none of the Perſons whoſe Quarrel k 
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ve eſpouſe. We mult therefore ſolemnly 
_ © proteſt unto you, That 'tis not a Fondneſs 

to make a Noiſe and Buſtle in the Town, 

that has engag d us in this Diſpute; But that 


we are Dragg'd hither by the im 
Clamours, and violent Accuſations 
of this Gentleman f.

IN Anſwer to this, Mr. Azate made a 
pretty large Reply; / inſiſting much on the

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Stones. Upon the whole, we are Arraign'd 
for Crimes of a high Nature; to the Indid- 
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| late Conference at Exon. 9 
pleas'd, and uſe only ſuch Arguments as they 
thought proper for their purpoſe : But as for 
themſelves, they ſaw no reaſon to Conſeut that 
their own Hands ſhould be ty'd up; or that 
all Diſcourſe of Ainiſterial Conformity ſhould 
be excluded, if they thought it neceſſary to 


take notice of it in order to their own De- 
fence and Vindication. 


III. Fhe Third and killing Preliminary was 
this, That as they would Sign their Argu- 
ments, ſo the Reſponders ſhould ſubſcribe their 
Names to all the Anſwers they ſhould make, 
and leave the Papers, ſo ſubſcrib'd, in their 
Opponents Hands, to publiſh them to the World, 
if he thought fit. This was a Propoſition ſo di- 

rectly contrary to the Terms agreed upon; ſo 
impracticable in it ſelf; and might have been 
ſo enſnaring in the Event, that *tis no wonder 
if the Perſons concern'd were ſtartled, and 
ſurpriz'd at it, and refus'd their Compliance 
with it. Tis true, Mr. Aræte began to up- 
braid them with being aſham'd of their own 
Principles: But Mr. Hallett told him before the 
whole Company, That if he would Write, he 
ſhould be Anſwer'd by Writing; if he would 
Print, he ſhould be Anſwer'd in Print; if he 
would Diſpute, he was ready for a preſent Di- 
ſput ation. And let the whole World judge, ® 
whether any Thing more Honourable could be 
propos'd, than for the Challenger to make 
choice of his own Weapons? Upon the 
whole, tho' an Argument was offer'd by one 
of the Reſpondents, the Opponents went out of 
the Room, abſolutely refuſing to Diſpute, * 
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leſs their Preliminary were conſented to : 
Which the others thought they had no Reaſon 
to do. 1 | 


AND here the Reſpondents wiſh, That there 

had been no more Noiſe made about this mat- 

ter; that there had been no uncharitable Cen- 
ſure; or keproaches on either ide; that there 6 . 
had been no Wound given to that delighttul 

Flarmony, (hat ovght to be maintain'd between 
Feilow-Citizens, and Chrift;an Neiwgnyours ;, and 

that the Town had been left to enjoy its for- 

mer Feace, Tranquillity, and Quiet: And had 

Mr. Agate obſerv'd any tolerable meaſure of 

Truth aud Decericy, theſe Papers had never ſeen 

the Light. But ever ſince the Interruption 

of the Conference, he has made the Pulpit ring 

with ſcurrilous Reflections, and uncharitable Falſe- f 
bcods : Like Solomon's Madman, he has been | 
ſcattering Frebrands, Arrows, and Death; and

ſale. He, and ſome of his Admirers, have gone 

Bouncing about the Town, as if the Diſſenters l 
were aſham'd of their own Cauſe, and durſt.

WHETHER theſe Reaſons have any weight 


in them, is left to the Judgment and Deter-

it down, and his Friends to be Witneſſes. The 
Reſpondents did not care to ſmell to theſe 
Terms : And under their preſent Critical Cir- 

| cumſt ances, 
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rumſtances, are unwilling any thing of theirs 
ſhould be publiſh'd to the World, without 
ſome time to conſider their Anſwers, as the o- 
thers have had to prepare their Arguments. 
There was (tis true) a plauſible Clauſe in the 
Laſt Letter: That the Reſpondents, if they 
difl:Pd the Terms there mentioned, ſhould Propoſe 
their own. Upon which they reſolved to turn 
the Tables on their Opponente, and try, whe- 
ther thoſe Gentlemen would themſelves ſwal- 


low the Pill they had prepar'd for others; and 


were willing to give their ſucden Anſwers to 
ſtudied Objections: And therefore propos'd, 
That if Mr. Agate would ſend them his Argu- 
ments in Writing, to prove them guilty of a Dam-
